Deadlock Is 
Developed On 
Water Rates 

PETITIONS SIGNED BY 500 

City Trustees and Irrigators 
Hold Conference on How 
to Raise Money Needed 
by the City 

With both sides expressing wil¬ 
lingness but inability to alter their 
course, a conference between the 
city trustees and the irrigators’ 
committee on the referendum 
against the water rate ordinance 
adjourned in what might be ex¬ 
pressed as a friendly deadlock. 
The conference was called by the 
trustees in an evident effort to 
make their position plain. While 
they did not make a specific re¬ 
quest for withdrawal of the ref¬ 
erendum petition, it was evident 
they hoped the irrigators would 
do so. 

On the other hand members of 
the committee reported that they 
had secured more than GOO signa¬ 
tures to the petitions, and felt that 
their obligation to the signers 
would leave no alternative but to 
present the petitions. Then it 
would be up to the board of trus¬ 
tees to decide upon the proper 
course to pursue. 

Needs Are Explained 

Trustee Bacon outlined to the 
conference the purposes of the 
board in ordering the 20 per cent 
increase in water rates. He said 
the things for which the money 
was most urgently needed could 
not be raised legally by means of 
a bond issue. There being no 
money in the general fund be¬ 
yond the absolute needs of other, 
departments, the only way to raise 
the money was by higher rates. 
City Attorney Baker then outlined 
the status of the city water sys¬ 
tem in various respects, its water 
rights and future requirements, 
and some things that will prob¬ 
ably have to be done to protect 
the water supply for the future, 
including the possibility of ex¬ 
pensive litigation. 

This was the first time, so far 
as known, that the board has 
taken the irrigators or any other 
outsiders into its confidence in 
these matters. When the water 
rate increases were first proposed 
and for many weeks thereafter, 
the emphasis placed upon certain 
physical improvements merely 
served to arouse opposition to cap¬ 
ital expenditures out of water rev¬ 
enues instead of by bond issues 
and taxation. Some of those pres- j 
ent said frankly that if they had i 
been given this information at the 
outset their course might have 
been different. 

Alternative Proposal 

Although the conference was 
unable to arrive at an agreement 
over future action, some proposals 
were made as to possible courses j 
of action. Trustee Topping sug-: 
gested that the ordinance might 
be repealed at once, and another 
ordinance adopted providing only 
for an increase in the minimum 
from $1 to $1.25 net per month. 
This would protect the irrigators 
from the extra burden but would 
make a uniform increase of 20 
per cent in the minimum charge 
to all consumers. Nobody was 
willing to venture an opinion as 
to the reception such an ordinance 
would have with the public.

There were representa¬ 
tives of communities all the way 
from Glendale to Azusa_ No def¬ 
inite plans or figures were avail¬ 
able to throw light on the prob¬ 
able cost, which would involve 
bridges over the Arroyo Seco, 
Eaton's Canyon and Big Santa 
Anita stream beds. The confer¬ 
ence appointed a committee of the 
engineers of the various cities to 
make a preliminary survey of the 
best route to be taken.

COL. BORRADA1LE 
IS SOLE SURVIVOR 

Colonel John Borradaile received 
a cordial invitation this week to 
attend the celebration of the 43rd 
anniversary of the founding of 
Rio Grande Chapter No. 4 of the 
Royal Arch Masons at Albuquer¬ 
que on August 15. Special em¬ 
phasis was placed upon the invi¬ 
tation because Col. Borradaile is 
now the only living charter mem¬ 
ber of the chapter. 

Col. Borradaile was made a 
Master Mason in February, 1M7(>, 
in Rochester, N. Y., a little more 
than fifty years ago. He joined 
the Royal Arch at Rochester the 
following year. When he removed 
to Albuquerque a few years later 
he affiliated with the Blue Lodge 
there and assisted in forming the 
Royal Arch chapter. He was 
prominent in fraternal activities 
there for many years, being a past 
potentate of the Shrine temple and 
a life member of all the Masonic 
bodies.

JONES WRITES OF TRIP 

Letter Mailed from Juneau 
Tells of Interesting Jour¬ 
ney by Steamer and 
Auto Along Coast 

News readers will welcome a 
travel letter from the C. W. Jones 
and N. W. Tarr families who are 
now in Alaska. They left Sierra 
Madre June 25 for a three 
months’ tour of the northwest, in¬ 
cluding a trip to Alaska. Mr. 
Jones’ letters describing previous 
trips have been so enjoyable to 
News readers that he was invited 
to send accounts of their experi¬ 
ences from time to time. The fol¬ 
lowing letter was mailed from 
Juneau, Alaska, on July 9, having 
been written while on board the 
S. S. Prince Rupert while journey¬ 
ing up the “inside passage:” 

Nearly two weeks ago we 
turned our motor over with a 
kick of the floor button and 
steered our front bumper toward 
the North Pole and we now find 
ourselves headed still toward that 
same hub of our earth’s axis. 
2000 Miles by Auto 
The first lap of our jurney end¬ 
ed at Seattle after nearly 2000 
miles, including side trips, in our 
own transportation system. I do 
not know who it was that coined 
the expression “See America 
First,” but 1 am a witness to the 
gooil advice, as well as loyalty of 
the thought, that prompted it. 

The Pacific Highway is enough 
in itself to gratify a longing to 
see the beauties of nature as well 
as the grandeur of God’s won¬ 
drous handiwork in a combination 
of mountain, sea-coast, forest and 
sky. 

From Southern California, a 
stranger must find a great deal 
of intense interest as he motors 
north, and to us “old timers” it 
might seem like common expres¬ 
sion to comment on the things of 
interest as we left mile post after 
mile post behind us, but for my¬ 
self 1 never make that trip along 
the coast without a thrill of satis¬ 
faction" in - the* fact that u~Ts' 
"ours” and we may and do enjoy 
it so often. 

In Burbank's Garden 
From San Francisco north it 
was a new experience for we trav¬ 
eled along the wonderful Red¬ 
wood Highway, which in time 
(when all hard-surfaced) will offer 
to the plea.Nure motorist the most 
wonderful “long-pull” journey in 
America. At Santa Rosa, where 
we found a comfortable night’s 
lodging, we visited the gardens of 
Luther Burbank. As 1 feasted 
my eyes upon that beautiful flow¬ 
er garden I could not help but 
reflect upon the thought that it 
was he who left the world a liv¬ 
ing bouquet of bright-colored flow¬ 
ers as he passed to the Great Be¬ 
yond, while most of us live with 
the idea that flowers are to be 
spread upon the bier of the de¬ 
parted instead of left blooming 
in a perfect garden for the living. 

Soon after leaving Santa Rosa 
we literally began threading our 
way through the immense red¬ 
woods. For hundreds of miles 
these venerable giants of the for¬ 
ests stand with such dignity and 
grandeur that to pass through 
them without a soul-thrill would 
lie a stamp of atheism of the 
crudest type, in my way of think¬ 
ing, for 1 felt like kneeling in 
reverent prayer. V ears ago man 
allowed his greed for gold to 
blind his soul by mowing down 
immense areas of some of the 
noblest of these trees, hut thanks 
to the men who did appreciate 
their supremacy and his regard 
for posterity, we now enjoy what 
are left ami the laws and their 
public ownership assure our suc¬ 
ceeding generations a like priv¬ 
ilege. 

Amazing Tree Growth 
As we twisted and curved our 
way through those trees we found 
the road in many places wider 
than the original space between 
the redwoods and in order to make 
it possible to pass between the 
trees and yet not fell hte trees, 
big gashes on each tree, there- 
our road was hewn through them 
by saving the tree and permit¬ 
ting traffic. The roadway is of 
necessity very full of curves and

HENS REQUIRE 
CLEAN FLOORS 


Realty Loan

Poultry houses may be built 
with or without floors so long as 
they are dry. Damp floors make 
damp litter and dampness is fatal 
to both fowls and chicks. If the 
house is on dry sandy soil, a dirt 
floor is usually quite satisfactory, 
but as a rule it is more damp 
than board or cement floors. Dirt 
floors need to be scraped down to 
the clean soil and fresh gravel or 
sand put in once a year to keep 
them sanitary. 

If board floors are used, see 
that they are both tight and 
smooth so as to make them dry 
and easy to clean. Place them 
eight or ten inches from the 
ground if possible, to allow a cir¬ 
culation of air and in order that 
the space may not be a refuge for 
rats. 

Cement floors, especially for 
large houses, are quite satisfac¬ 
tory, as they keep out rats, last 
much longer than board floors and 
are easy to clean. 

The floor of every poultry house, 
whether of dirt, boards or cement, 
should be kept covered with a lit¬ 
ter from 3 to 6 inches deep at all 
times. Oat, wheat, or rye straw 
makes the best litter, but if it 
cannot be obtained, sawdust, chaff, 
dry leaves or pine needles may be 
used. As soon as the litter be¬ 
comes damp or badly soiled, take 
it out and replace with dry litter.

Active steps were taken to pre¬ 
vent the placing of obstacles in 
the way of the future opening of 
Baldwin avenue through the Santa 
Anita Ranch, when a letter, 
signed by a group of business 
men, residents and property own¬ 
ers living in the vicinity of Bald¬ 
win Avenue and Duarte Road, was 
forwarded to the county planning 
commission asking that organiza¬ 
tion to send an unprejudiced rep¬ 
resentation to this field to make 
a thorough canvass of the situa¬ 
tion. 

The whole matter hinges on the 
proposed “fifty year” clause, which, 
according to Mrs. Anita Baldwin, 
must be incorporated in the deeds 
governing the ope'ning of Orange 
Avenue through the ranch. 

At the time Mrs. Baldwin con¬ 
sented to grant permission to ex¬ 
tend the latter street through the 
ranch she made certain stipula¬ 
tions, chief among which was the 
agreement that Orange Avenue 
could be extended only if the Ar¬ 
cadia city council would agree 
that no other road should be ex¬ 
tended through her property or 
condemnation proceedings started 
for such thoroughfare any time 
within the next fifty years. In 
case condemnation proceedings 
should be started, the provisions 
stated, the city of Arcadia would 
be required to pay the then mar¬ 
ket value per acre for the land, 
which she now values at $6000 
per acre. 

This would definitely block any 
effort to open Baldwin Avenue 
through from Huntington Drive to

Good Feed—Extra Eggs 

While hens will live and even 
keep in fair health on poor ra¬ 
tions, well-balanced, palatable 
feeds are essential to good egg 
production, says the United States 
Department of Agriculture. The 
additional cost of a good ration 
compared with a poor one is re¬ 
paid many times by the extra 
eggs obtained. As a rule, the 
simplest feed mixtures composed 
of home-grown grains and their 
by-products, supplemented by sour 
or sweet milk or some animal 
feed rich in protein, such as meat 
scrap, will prove most profitable 
and will produce eggs at the low¬ 
est cost. All changes in the feed 
should be made gradually, as sud¬ 
den changes may decrease egg 
production materially.

He was prompt¬ 
ly thrown out by the watchman 
and told to clear off if he did 
not want to enter by the prison¬ 
er's gate in the morning.

The State Highway Engineer 
is well aware of the grade cross¬ 
ing menace and the highway de¬ 
partment is ready to push vigor¬ 
ously a program of elimination 
whenever the people provide the 
necessary funds, according to 
prominent highway officials. 

Several movements in Califor¬ 
nia have been inaugurated in the 
past few years to help waken the 
public mind to the situation. In 
Southern California a grade cross¬ 
ing committee, of which the en¬ 
gineers of the California Highway 
Commission are members, has 
been active for at least two years 
and has created much sentiment 
in favor of elimination. 

In Northern California a sim¬ 
ilar committee was organized in 
192-1 hut did not function for any 
great timer On the committee in 
Southern (\fiJ'ornin are represent¬ 
atives of the Highway Commission, 
railroads, city planning commis¬ 
sions, automobile club and the 
general public. 

Suggestions Are Made 

A year ago the highway in¬ 
vestigating committee, appointed 
by Gov. Friend W. Richardson, 
took note in its report of the 
grade crossing situation on the 
state highway system. The com¬ 
mittee recommended to the legis¬ 
lature a bond issue of a total of 
$26,000,000 for the construction of 
railroad grade separations and 
necessary major bridges. The esti¬ 
mated cost of grade crossing elim¬ 
inations on only the main state 
highways amounted to about $14,- 
000,000 - of the $25,000,000 recom¬ 
mended. No action was taken by 
the legislature to place the pro¬ 
posed bond issue before t he people. 

A considerable portion of the 
State Highway Commsision’s 
bridge department is working con¬ 
stantly on plans for grade separ¬ 
ations. Many separations 
been made during the past few! 
years and many more are project 
ed. The policy of the Highway 
Commission is to eliminate bad 
crossings in the same program un¬ 
der which a section of highway is 
reconstructed. Grade separation 
projects are now either under con¬ 
struction or will he at an early 
date, at numerous locations, hut 
the number which can be elim¬ 
inated in any one year is only a 
small portion of those which 
should lie eliminated. 

Many Crossings Eliminated 

By far the greater numBer of 
grade grossings have been elim¬ 
inated in the relocation and con¬ 
struction of highways rather than 
by construction of grade separa¬ 
tions. Before the highway was 
built from Red Bluff to the Ore¬ 
gon line, there were about forty 
grade crossings on the existing 
county road. At the present time 
the road as located by the High¬ 
way Commission, has no grade 
crossings and hut three grade sep¬ 
arations. The road from Auburn 
to the Nevada line will have no 
grade crossings, although when 
completed there will he nine grade 
separation .structures. The present 
roud has about double that num¬ 
ber of crossings. 

There seems to he only two ef¬ 
fective methods of saving life at 
grude crossings. First is by edu¬ 
cation of the public to proceed 
slowly, to look, and listen. Sec¬ 
ond is by costly elimination. 
Where elimination is not possible 
• by means of relocation it must he 
accomplished by the building of 
grude separation structures, and 
large sums will ho required to 
make much progress. The state 
can well afford to pledge its credit 
by means of a bond issue for the 
building of grade separation struc¬ 
tures, says the commission. The 
railroads are usually willing to 
contribute in proportion to the

Miss Margaret Spiers, in charge 
of the Berkeley Dispensary, Social 
Service, opened the institute with 
a lecture on standards of eligibil¬ 
ity in tuberculosis work. She will 
lecture every day during the rest 
of this week. She will he followed 
next week by Miss Florence Hut- 
sinpillar, executive secretary of the 
department of health and chari¬ 
ties, Denver, Colo. 

Fifty nurses and social work¬ 
ers have enrolled for this insti¬ 
tute under the auspices of the 
National Tuberculosis Association. 

According to Dr. J. I.. Pomeroy, 
county health officer, serious diffi¬ 
culties are being encountered in 
finding trained public health 
nurses and social workers for 
county positions. He stated ttiat 
the University of California is 
training thousands of other work¬ 
ers, hut little attention had been 
paid to training for public service. 
Especially in our health work we 
are seriously in need of more 
training for nurses and other pub¬ 
lic health nurses. 

The institute, which will last 
three weeks, is an effort to meet 
this training need. This is one of

Its 
usefulness to the modern button 
maker is onl> equaled by that of 
sour milk. Milk from which all 
cream has been seperated is sour¬ 
ed either naturally or by means of 
rennet or some aeid, and convert¬ 
ed into erinoid or galalith, from 
which immense numbers of fancy 
buttons are made.

^mil Oberhoffer promises music 
lovers brilliant and elaborate pro¬ 
grams during his second week as 
guest conductor in the Hollywood 
Bowl. 

E. Robert Schmitz, renowned 
French pianist, will be soloist, and 
will appear on July lb- When this 
young exponent of modern pian- 
ism was but twenty-two years 
old he organized and directed a 
choral society of mixed voices, 
and the following year he founded 
an orchestra of sixty pieces, forty- 
five of whom were first prize 
winners at the Conservatoire. 

Mr. Schmitz first arrived in 
America in 1919, when he organ¬ 
ized the Franco-American Musical 
Society which has been active in 
promoting the interests of 1* rench 
and American musicians, both here 
and abroad. 

While Mr. Schmitz’ engage¬ 
ments during the past year have 
called him to points as far apart 
as Warsaw, Poland and Portland, 
Oregon, this will he his first ap¬ 
pearance in Southern California. 

Tonight (Friday) Lucile Crews 
Marsh’s symphonic elegy “To the 
Unknown Soldier,” which won the 
Pulitzer prize last May, will he a 
part of the Bowl program. This 
prize carries with it a traveling 
scholarship of .$11100 and is offered 
by Columbia University ‘to the 
most talented and deserving com¬ 
poser in America.” Mrs. Marsh, 
who is a resident of Redlands, has 
the distinction of being the first 
woman to whom the Pulitzer prize 
for music has been granted. 

On Saturday evening, Emil 
Oberhoffer will direct his own 
composition, “The Bowl, a March 
of Homage,” which he wrote in 
honor of Southern California’s 
great community musical enter¬ 
prise. “The underlying thought 
in my mind, as I composed this 
piece of music, was to show the 
forward stride of the community 
in music and civic affairs,” says 
Mr. Oberhoffer. interwoven in 
the march is the national hymn 
of liberty, "The Star Spangled 
Banner” and “America," which 
serve to emphasize the community 
spirit of the Bowl gatherings. 

The music is brilliant. The 
romantic side of the history of 
the Bowl is also brought out. 
Spanisli instruments — castenets 
and tambourines—are used to ex¬ 
press the old Spanish heritage 
and associations. The march is 
played by complete oKiiCstva.

Adobe Brick 
Tells Story of 
An Early Day 

The history of Pacific Coast 
agriculture as revealed by plant 
remains found in old mission adobe 
brick, has just lieen pushed back 
a quarter of a century to the year 
1697, through work just completed 
by Professor G. W. Henry of the 
(fivision of agronomy of the Lni- 
versity of California College of 
Agriculture. 

Professor Henry returned last 
week from the peninsula of Low¬ 
er California where he continued 
studies of the old missions using 1 
the unique brick method, which 
lie inaugurated on California 
missions last year. In the Mex¬ 
ican territory visited, ruins of 
missions 72 years older than any 
in California were found, giving 
a new insight on the dates when 
many common grains and fruits 
were imported into Western 
America.

the sealed history of the past is 
simply to dissolve adobe bricks 
from the walls of the missions in 
water and analyze the material 
used as a binding when they were 
made several hundred years ago. 
When seeds anil plant remains of 
any specific- type are found in a 
wall built in 1700, according to 
mission, records, it immediately 
establishes a minimum age limit 
for the importation of that plant 
to the country. By tracing back 
to the oldest missions, Professor 
Henry has practically completed 
a survey of agriculture since the 
coming of the white man. 

Two senior students in the Col¬ 
lege of Agriculture, Edward F., 
Cunliffe of New Orleans, and Ed¬ 
ward A. Atmore of Santa Paula, 
accompanied the professor on his 
trip. 

Eleven missions were visited by 
the explorers, scattered for 300 
miles down the barren peninsula 
and all crumbling into ruin. They 
mark the outposts of Christianity 
as disseminated by the Jesuits, 
Dominicans and Franciscans. 

So rapidly are the walls of the 
old missions disappearing that 
Professor Henry considered it ad¬ 
visable to map out the floor plan 
of all of them he visited to be. 
published later in book form. 

When the mission fathers came 
to the coast anil built up the 
powerful chain of missions, they 
used adobe as the most convenient 
and in some places the only build¬ 
ing material to he found. In or¬ 
der to make the sun-dried brick 
more resistant anti less liable to; 
warping, a binding material was; 
mixed with the mud. Everything 
was used as a binder, from straw 
and chaff from the thresher, to 
weeds and even kitchen waste. So, 
preserved in the bricks, are to be 
found remains of almost every 
foodstuff the missions used. Scraps' 
i of dried meat and bones are in-, 

| eluded. 

Is Dreary Land 

In telling the story of his trip, j 
Professor Henry said: "Lower 
I California is a barren God-for¬ 
saken country that the Mexican 
government is only now beginning 
to reclaim and restore to the fer¬ 
tility maintained by the missions, 
through irrigation. Practically the j 
; only settlements are in the vicin¬ 
ity of the old mission sites and 
the people in many cases use the j 
old mission grounds for cultiva¬ 
tion, the old irrigation system, andi 
even the mission walls for shelter.

Cash Receipts 
Past Year 'Pop 
Expenditures 


Cash receipts of the state gov¬ 
ernment for the fiscal year 1925- 
26, which ended June 30, reached 
a total of nearly $115,000,000, or j 
approximately $5,000,000 more 
than payments made on warrants 
during the twelve months, State 
Treasurer Charles G. Johnson an-! 
nounces today. 

Johnson’s report, detailing finan¬ 
cial transactions of the treasury 
for the year, said: 

“State revenues showed a 
healthy increase for the fiscal pe¬ 
riod just ended, the cash receipts 
totaling $114,485,543.03. Actual 
payments made from the treasury 
during the same period amounted 
to $109,449,975.32, or $5,035,570.71 
less than the receipts. Transfers 
from one fund to another, or so- 
called “paper transactions,” ag¬ 
gregated $42,602,493.95. 

“It should be noted, however, 
that the actual payments made on 
warrants do not represent the true 
cost of government for the twelve 
months, due to the fact that there 
is considerable duplication in the 
handling of these funds. 

“The actual cash balance at the 
termination of the fiscal year was 
$42,684,845.98. This indicates an 
increase in the cash balance of ap¬ 
proximately $5,000,000 as there 
was a balance at the beginning of 
the period of $37,649,275.27. 

“Although the daily receipts of 
the treasury during the year av¬ 
eraged $430,378.16, the office was 
administered without increased ex¬ 
pense to the taxpayers. The total 
cost of maintaining the treasury 
for the period was $31,660.”

for a street opening or widening 
or to pave an already existing 
street, or to both acquire land for 
a street and to improve the same. 

The resolution of intention in 
the case of an acquisition must 
set forth that public interest and 
necessity require the acquisition 
and that property that is to be 
taken is necessary therefor, and 
in the case of an acquisition the 
resolution must be adopted by a 
two-thirds vote of the members of 
the legislative body. 

Issuance of Bonds 

For either an acquisition or an 
improvement the resolution must 
also contain a statement that for 
the expenses of the things pro¬ 
posed to be done, bonds must be 
issued to the total amount of the 
same, excepting the amount, if 
any, to be contributed thereto by 
a county or municipality in money 
or by the furnishing of materials 
therefor, said bonds to bear inter¬ 
est at the rate of not exceeding 8 
per* cent per annum and the ag¬ 
gregate principal of the bonds to 
be paid within thirty years after 
the date of issuance, not less than 
one-thirtieth part being payable 
annually. 

A special fund must be estab¬ 
lished for the payment of the 
bonds. If the legislative body so 
determines, it may include in the 
resolution a statement that the 
first payment on the principal of 
the bonds will be made within not 
to exceed five years after the date 
of the bonds. 

Tax Assessment 

A special assessment tax is 
levied upon all of the land in the 
district, including lands which are 
the operative property of any pub¬ 
lic utility. In this respect there 
is a departure from the usual 
method because, according to the 
constitution of the state of Cali¬ 
fornia, taxes are not levied by the 
city upon the operative property 
of a public utility, the tax that is 
levied being a state tax based up¬ 
on a percentage of the gross re¬ 
ceipts of the utility. 

The statement also provides thut 
the lands of the United States or 
the state of California are not tax¬ 
able but the lands do include all 
lands belonging to any county, 
municipality, district, public 
agency, school board, etc., in¬ 
cluded within the district, whether 
the lands are in use in the per¬ 
formance of any public function 
or otherwise, provided that the 
legislative body may exempt such 
lands from the collection of taxes 
to cover the expenses of the ac¬ 
quisition or improvement if the 
lands are in use in the perform¬ 
ance of a public function. 

Zones of Benefit 
If in the judgment of the legis¬ 
lative body conducting the pro¬ 
ceedings varying benefits will be 
derived by different parcels of 
land lying within the assessment 
district, the district may be di¬ 
vided into zones according to bene¬ 
fits and there may be as many 
zones as there are parcels in the 
district, but each zone shall lie 
composed of and include all of the 
lands within the district which 
will be benefited in like measure.
